NO WORD FROM GERMANY YET 


Officials in Washington Still in Dark 


as to Reply. 


W ashington, April 29.—No definite 
word forecasting 
Germany* decision 
in the 
submarine 
controversy 
had 
reached W ashington tonight. Officials 
are almost as much in the dark re­ 
garding the outcome as 
they were 
when the American 
note 
w'as dis­ 
patched eleven days ago, 
It is apparent, however, that som e­ 
thing decisive 
is 
expected without 
much further delay. 


A new factor is believed 
to , have 
been injected into the conference by 
the receipt of additional reports that 
Villa is dead. 
Mexican Consul Garcia 
said a telegram from Cusihuariachic 
said that while Villa’s body had not 
been found it has 
been 
established 
beyond dispute that the bandit leader 
is dead and that the officers hope to 
recover the body in a few days. 
Two facts entering into the confer­ 
ence today between General Obregon, 
representing 
Mexico, 
and 
General 
Hugh L. Scott and General Funston, 
representing 
the 
United States, en­ 
couraged the belief that the negotia­ 
tions might not be dragged out for 
any time. 
' One w as that General Obregon came 
with full power to act in behalf of his 
government in any arrangement that 
may be made for the disposition of 
General Pershing’s forces. 
The 
other 
was that the Mexican 
minister of war had summoned to the 
conference the military governors of 
three Mexican states. 
With General 
Obregon in possession of full powers, 
no time will be consumed in commu­ 
nication between Juarez and Mexico 
City. 
The attendance of Military Gover­ 
nors P. Elias Calles, of Sonora; Igna­ 
cio Enriquez, of Chihuahua, and Ja­ 
cinto Trevino, of Coahuila, means that 
all matters affecting a possible patrol 
of Northern 
Mexico 
by 
American 
troops can be quickly settled. 
On these men will restthe burden 
of co-operation w ith the American mil­ 
itary authorities in the intention of 
the United States to insist on occupa­ 
tion of a buffer zone south of the 
boundary is carried out.

late the Turkish resistance has in­ 
creased, and, aided by floods, they 
have been able to hold the British.

this force has suffered heavy losses 
in battles with the Turks.

other measures opposed by the rail­ 
roads, and that after these votes in 
1914 his pass was not renewed. 
Senator McKinney testified he had 
requested more than 500 trip passes 
in 1913. In the course 
of 
his state­ 
ment it was developed

D. 
G. 
Hudson and 
Frank 
McConnell, law 
agents of the St. 
Louis 
road, 
fre­ 
quented the capital at Nashville and 
distributed passes 
freely 
to legisla­ 
tors. He said the use of

constituents had caused belter feel­ 
ing between the people and the rail­ 
roads. 
Examiner Carbon, of the commis­ 
sion, read copies of letters from the 
files of the two roads, showing gen­ 
eral uses of passes in Tennessee and 
Kentucky.

“and pray for him more than you pray 
for the m issionary.” 
“Our plea today is for commerce as 
a christianizing factor in its contact 
with non-christian peoples.

There are frontiers and seaports in 
the Orient where 
it 
hinders. 
Our

April 29.—Last 
night three Oklahoma 
law breakers 
were dead as a result of encounters 
w’ith a sheriff’s posse and a deputy 
United Slates 
marshal. 
They 
are 
“Dave" and 
“Joe" 
Smith, outlaw’s, 
and Henry Fitts, 
a 
whisky runner. 
The Smiths were killed in a battle 
with the posse in the Greenleaf hills. 
Fitts met death at the hands of H. M. 
Caudel, deputy marshal, after he had 
brought a load of 
whisky 
over the 
Arkansas line. In each instance the 
men tried to resist arrest. 
Caudel was waiting 
for 
Fitts on 
this side of 
the Oklahom*Arkansas 
line. When the 
deputy 
marshal at­ 
tempted to arrest the 
“whisky run­ 
ner,” the latter drew a pistol. Caudel 
was quicker on the trigger and Fitts 
fejl dead. 
The more sensational battle, how­ 
ever, was that between 
the Smiths 
and a posse under Sheriff Barger, of 
Muskogee. 
The 
sheriff took seven 
men with him on the 
hunt 
for the 
two outlaws, sons of a noted badman 
of the territorial days, and left Gore 
Thursday night. 
They covered eight 
miles afoot and before dawn stopped 
near the home 
of 
Albert 
Bryant, 
where they 
waited 
beside 
?. 
road 
leading into the hills. At l l o’clock 
Bryant and 
the 
Smiths 
came out, 
mounted their horses and rode right 
into the ambush. 
At 
the command, 
Bryant’s hands 
went 
up, but Dave 
and Joe seized their rifles and open­ 
ed fire. The officers were concealed 
Dave Smith 
was 
shot 
through the 
head and at the same instant anoth­ 
er bullet killed his hose. 
Joe Smith was shot through 
the 
body- and his 
horse 
wounded, but, 
game to the last, the outlaw turned 
as his horse 
plunged 
forward and 
emptied his rifle. Then he emptied a 
six-shooter. 
The horse ran nearly a 
quarter of a mile 
before 
his rider 
slid from the saddle and dropped into 
the road, dead. 
None of the officers 
was hit. Bryant was not harmed. He 
was not implicated in any w’av. 
Dave Smith, with two other prison­ 
ers, broke jail at 
Muskogee 
just a 
year ago. He was waiting to be tak- 
! on to McAlester 
for 
an eight-year 
term for robbery. The three prisoners 
beat two jail guards nearly to death, 
got the keys to the jail, stole three of

rifles 
and 
fled. 
Sheriff 
Barger had 
been 
after 
Dave ever 
since. Dave had been joined by his 
brother, Joe, also with several crimes 
charged against him.

Charles H. Williams, secretary of 
the extension division of the U niver­ 
sity of Missouri 
at 
Columbia, 
has 
worked out a plan to help bring good 
and better roads to Missouri. 
The 
j plan will affect more than 3,000 road 
commissioners, supervisors and over­ 
seers, whom it is to aid. 
“It has been my desire ever since 
I took charge of the extension divi- 
J sion,, to do something to assist in im­ 
proving the roads in Missouri,” says 
Mr. Williams. 
“J have been trying to 
make my departm ent reach out lo the 
people of every county of the state, 
and I know of no better way of doing 
this than by helping with the roads.” 
The extension division has obtained 
the co-operation of the faculty of the 
School of Engineering and will write 
to every road commissioner, supervi­ 
sor and overseer and send them m a­ 
terial on good roads without charge. 
Dean E. J. M cCausland, of the School 
of Engineering, was asked to prepare 
m aterial and one bulletin has already 
been issued. 
Several others will be 
sent later at intervals 
of 
about 
a 
month. 
Anyone is free to ask ques­ 
tions, which will be answered by the 
engineering men who are experts on 
the subject of good roads. 
More than 2,000 road commission­ 
ers, supervisors and 
overseers 
have 
received the first bulletin. 
It is esti­ 
mated that there afe 
3,700 
in 
the 
state, and this material will be sent 
to all as soon as their names and ad­ 
dresses are obtained. 
The 
first 
bulletin is on “Country 
Roads.” 
Various problems of drain­ 
age which are met in building ordi­ 
nary dirt roads are considered, and 
suggestions as to structure are made. 
This bulletin w*as w ritten 
by 
F. 
P. 
Spalding, professor of civil engineer­ 
ing in the School of Engineering, and 
edited bv Mr. Williams. 
Other bul­ 
letins will be devoted to other phases 
of good road building. 
Each bulletin 
is prepared, printed and mailed at the 
expense of the extension division.
